“It's got everything’ -— that 
was the terse comment of one 
hardened crime reporter when 


_ the tragical case of Mrs. Elvira 


Barney came up at the Old 
Bailey in 1932. 

From his somewhat cynical 
standpoint, he was merely stat- 
ing fact. Plot, characters, set 
ting—everything combined to 
make this trial the sensation of 
a century. 

The prisoner, a young woman 
of means living apart frorh her 
husband and a member of the 
go-called smart set, was ar- 
raigned on a charge of murder- 
Ing her lover, a good-looking 
waster who shared her taste for 
drink and appeared well con- 
tent to be kept by his, mistress 

The crime-—if crime it was 
had been committed about 4.00 
am. at Mrs. Barney’s home-—e 
mews cottage near Knights- 
bridge, luxuriously converted, at 
which a few hours earlier the 
pair had héid a party before 
visiting the Café de Paris and 
a night club in Soho. 

Certainly the young man died 
in the cottage on that night— 
died when there was none but 
he and Mrs. Barney there; killed 
by a bullet fired from a revolver 
that was found beside his body, 
a few inches from his hand. But 
doctors rejected—nor did any- 
one assert—the possibility that 
he had shot himself. 

The legal and scientific ium 
inaries involved added to the 
interest of this compelling 
drama. Retained for the de- 
fence was Sir Patrick Hastings, 
most fashionable ¢ivil counse] of 
his day, whose protracted ab- 
gentes from the criminal courts 


was due entirely to his own 
choice. 
Ranged opposite, as experts 


for the Crown, were Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury,* best known of path- 
ologists, and Robert Churchill, 
authority on firearmis—each a 
key witness in a score of fam 
ous trials, whose sworn opinion 
had ‘often clinched an issue. 
Presiding on the Bench was 
Mr. Justice Travers Humphreys. 
acknowledged successor to the 
throne of Avory, but rich in a 
quality that the latter lucked-~ 
a sympathetic knowledge of the 
human animal to eemplement 
his logic and his mastery of law. 
Last of all, unwilling focus of 
these celebrated figures, was the 
perronality of the woman in the 
dock—the worian with pretty, 
piquant jace and low, attractive 
voice: the women with blonde, 
fluffy hair and a tip,-tilted nose; 
the wornan who personified the 
doom of the Gay Twenties as 
she twisted a handkerchief in 
her white and trembling hands. 
li was inevitable that these 
factors, acting in conjunction, 
should tan the flames of public 
excitement to white heat, Even 
at the proceedings before the 
magisirate, cordons of mounted 
police had been required to con 
trol the. crowds intent upon ad 
MHUISSION., y e 
The imminence of the trial it 
seit produced a kind of frenzy 
that found a vent in scenes of 
tumult almost without parallel 
The thousands who gathered 
round the walls of the Old 
Baile? seemed at one time lik- 
ely to take the place by storm; 
a whole regiment of constables 
was assaulted and pressed back, 
and the first afternoon the news 
papers had pictures of police and 
civilians struggling on the 


ground oe 
inside the court, though here# 


propriety and order were rigor- 
ously enacted by the firmness of 
the judge, congestion approach 
ed the limits of discomfort 

Celebrities from every walk ol 
life squeezed and crushed each 
other hour by hour. Barristers 
wishing to hear the case dis 
posed. themselves as best they 
could upon the floor. It proved 
impossible to keep the gangways 
clear, and reporters had a job to 
maintain contact with their of 
fices.

In the opinion of the most ex- 
perienced beholders there had 
ever been anything comparable 
before—and there has certainly 
been nothing comparable since. 


Mrs. Barney began with one 
strong point in her favour. From 
first to last her story had not 
varied. Whether it was told to 
the doctor that she summoned in 
a vain effort to save her lover's 
life, or whether it was told to 
the investigating officers in the 
chilly environment of local po- 
lice headquarters, or whether it 
was told to the scrutinising jury 
in the tense and overladen at- 


mosphere of court— ways that 
story pursued the = self same 
course. 


They had been quarreiling (a 
not infreqhent occurrence, as 
was painfully apparent to her 
neighbours); he had got out of 
bed and dressed, declaring ‘he 
would leave her; she had threat. 
ened suicide; each then sought 
possession of the loaded revol- 
ver with which she would be 
able to carry out her threat; as 
they struggled (“Our hands to- 
gether, his in mine”) the revol- 
ver went. off, and the luckless 
man was killed. 

If this story could be substan 
tiated Mrs. Barney would be en 
titled to acquittal. But there 
were one_or two awkward items 
in the @¥idence with which it 
was hard to :nake the story cor- 
respond. One neighbour, whose 
rest had been disturbed by the 
preliminary quarrel, thought she 
had heard Mrs. Barney call out: 

_“T will shoot you.” 

Others declared that two sep 
arate shots were fired. Yet oth- 
ers spoke of an earlier incident 
in which Mrs. Barney fired at 
her lover from the window.

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Some Tales of Jumbo 


Famous Elephant 


Of all the famous animals the 
London Zoo has housed in its 
century ahd a quarter of exist- 
ence, none—despite the great 
fame of Brumas the polar bear 
—ever captured the imagina- 
tion of the entire country as did 
Jumbo. The elephant went to 
Regent’s Park ninety years ago, 
a scruffy little baby, and his de- 


‘parture for America, eighteen 


years later, was accompanied by 
nation-wide lamentations. 

Jumbo was captured when 
rather less than a year old on 
the banks of the River Settite in 
Abyssinia in 1861. His captors 
gold him to the Paris Zoo. After 
staying in Paris for three years, 
Jumbo was exchanged for a 
rhinoceros; Paris got the rhinoc- 
eros, and the London Zoo got 
Jumbo. 

Jumbo arrived at Regent's 
Park in June, 1865, and was 
handed to a keeper named Mat- 
thew Scott. The youngster stood 
only four feet high and was in 
a filthy dition. His feet had 
been neglected and had become 
malformed. His temper was terr- 
ible: he destroyed the doors of 
his house and drove his tusks 
through the iron plates. Scott 
took hold of Jumbo by one ear, 
and Superintendent Bartlett took 
the other, and they thrashed 
him soundly. 

Later Jumbo was taken into 
the gardens and meékly took 
children for rides on his back at 
9d. a time; but once back in his 
house, his behaviour continued 
to be bad. Nevertheless, he be- 
came a great money-maker for 
the Zoo. At first keeper Scott 
was allowed to retain-all those 
twopences, but there came @ 
time when the Zoo authorities 
decided otherwise. From then 
then onwards Jumbo made £800 
a year for the Zoo. 

Jumbo’s tusks, broken when he 
thrust; them through the iron 
plates, began to grow again, but 


. they emerged through the skin 


near his eyes. It was decided to 
operate. But as the operation be- 
gan, Jumbo gave & scream of 
fright and tried to kill his keep- 
er, who just managed to escape. 

For the second attempt at an 
operation, all precautions were 
taken against Jumbo’s possible 
behaviour, but this time he was 

good as gold, just as if he 
Didlevetood that he would be re- 
lieved from pain. But once back 
in his house, he continued to 
raise Cain. 

Jumbo was quite a problem 
to the Zoo. It was decided to find 
a mate for him. The Zoo bought 
Alice, a tiny female elephant, 
for £500 from an East End 
dealer. Superintendent Bartlett 
and Alice walked all the way to 
Regent's Park and then sat down 
together to supper. 

Jumbo at first showed no sign 
of being influenced by female 
society; indeed, his behaviour 
got worse. But the people who 
flocked to the Zoo to see him 
knew nothing of what went on 
behind the scenes; when he ap- 
peared in public he was as docile 
as could be. 

The Zoo put up with him for 
sixteen years, then the Superin- 
tendent petitioned the Zoo 
Council to be allowed to pur- 
chase a powerful rifle to shoot 
him. But at that critical moment 
came a letter from New York, 
from Mr. Phineas Barnum, 
proprietor of “The Greatest 


_ Show-on Earth,” offering £2,000 


for Jumbo. This was accepted 
and his life was saved. 

As soon as the news spread 
that Jumbo had been sold to 
Barnum, Britain went wild with 
excitement. Nobody outside foo 
circles knew that Jumbo was 
scheduled to be shot. Thousands 
of letters reached the Zoo from 
both children and _ parents. 
Music-hall singers sang ballads 
about Jumbo. One typical verse 
went as follows: 

“Jumbo said to Alice, ‘I love 
you.’ : 

Alice said to Jumbo, ‘T don't 
believe you do;

Another song was entitled: 
“Why Part With Jumbo?” Then 
there was the “Jumbo March” 
for the piano which all the little 
girls and boys who loved Jumbo 
learned to play. 

There were letters to the 
newspapers, full of indignation; 
there were protest meetings. But 
the Zoo stuck to the bargain: 
£2,000 for Jumbo as he stood! 
Barnum to pay all transport ex- 
penses and to arrange the 
transport. 

There arrived from America 
“Elephant Bill’ Newman, said 
to be an expert in handling 
elephants, and a Mr. Davis, 
Barnum’s personal representa- 
tive. Little did they know what 
was in store for them. 


Jumbo, now eleven feet tall, 
Valked placidly enough into) a 
travelling cage mounted on 4a 
low trolley. He was chained by 
his forefeet, but he struggled 
hard and pounded the sides of 
the box. He weighed six tons. 
Heavy drayhorses were harnes- 
sed to the trolley, which moved 
off and at once sunk to its axles. 
It took four hours to get clear 


Night fell and huge crowds 
collected. It took five more hours 
to cover 100 yards, again and 
again the trolley sank down to 
its axles. The crowd took up a 
chant: “The Yankees will never 
have Jumbo.” 


It took all night to get to the 
docks: there was a procession 
of hansom cabs and pedestri- 
ans. At seven a.m. Jumbo had 
breakfast, plus a copious drink 
of beer given him by a weeping 
woman who had followed him 
from the Zoo. 

After the beer, Jumbo was 
given some whisky. It later 
transpired that the Americans 
who had come to fetch him were 


so “het up’ that Barnum offer- 


ed another £1,000 if the Zoo 
would take the responsibility of 
getting Jumbo to New York. 

The Zoo refused. 

Jumbo was first put on & 
barge and then hoisted by a 
hydraulic crane on to the As- 
syrian Monarch, where a huge 
amount of stores for his journey 
had already been placed. 

The ship, with Jumbo aboard, 
sailed on March 27th, 1882. So 
great was public interest in 
Britain that daily bulletins were 
put into waterproof bags and 
dropped overboard in the hope 
that news of Jumbo would

reach Britain. During the whole 
voyage cartoons and sarcastic 
verses appeared in British pub- 
lications. 

Jumbo arrived in New York 
on April 9th. There was £450 
customs duty to pay on him. 
The elephant received a tumul- 
tuous reception and was placed 
on show at Madison Square 
Gardens in New York. 


For three years Jumbo toured 
the United States with Barnum’s 
Circus; meanwhile the children 
of Britain continued to mourn 
for him. In the late summer of 
1885 the Show was in Canada. 
September 15th of that year the 
Circus was tented at St. Thomas, 
Ont., where Jumbo suddenly 
took a violent dislike to an on- 
coming ‘train. He charged the 
locomotive full tilt, and was 
killed outright. 

Jumbo was skinned and stuf- 
fed, and put on show standing 
next to his skeleton, Some years 
later this somewhat grugsome 
exhibit was brought to London. 

On the death of Jumbo, Bar- 
num bought his mate Alice and 
had her fetched to America, 
where she was exhibited as 
“Jumbo’s Wife,” but she survive 
ed her mate by only two years,

Star-Gazers See 
Red - 


Observations which astron- 
omers in many parts of the 
world are planning to make 
through more power telescopes 
may solve in 1955 the centuries- 
old question: Are there men on 
Mars? 

One astronomer has said that 
if we could meet a creature 
from Mars we would probably 
find him “too uncanny and too 
clever for us.” He might also be 
millions of years ahead of us in 
evolution. 

Scientists are still divided on 
the question of whether Mar- 
tians exist on the red planet so 
many millions of miles away. 
Some say the only life is a 
strange kind of bright vegeta- 
tion which makes Mars: look red. 

But the Astronomer-Royal, Sir 
Harold Spencer Jones, believes 
it is desert that gives the planet 
its ruddy colour, He has pointed 
out that other parts of the sur- 
face are greenish in colour. 

It is believed that the rarefied 
atmosphere of Mars is rather 
like that which exists 100,000 
feet above the earth’s surface. 
Warm-blooded creatures, be- 
cause of the lack of oxygen, 
could .not therefore exist on 
Mars, says one world-famous as- 
tronomer, But he does not rule 
out the possibility of some kind 
of life flourishing there. 

What form might it take? That 
is what the astronomers hope to 
find out. 

It was the Italian astronomer 
Schiaparelli who, in 1877, start- 
ed the notion that there might 
be living, thinking Martians. 

He found that the dark 
patches on Mars which earlier 
observers had called “oceans” 
were connected by narrow 
streaks, sometimes many hun- 
dreds of miles long. He called 
these streaks channels or canals. 

What astronomers now want 
to find out is whether these 
channels were constructed by 
Martians to carry water from 
the melting polar caps for pur- 
pose of irrigation. Or are they 
just surface features of Mars? 

If the question of who lives 
on Mars is not satisfactorily an- 
swered this year it may be on 
September llth, 1956, when 
Mars will be comparatively 
close to the earth — only 35,- 
500.000 miles away.

Despite the safety devices and 
improvements manufacturers are 
constantly incorporating in their 
machines, their construction and 
the terrain they have to cover, 
make them vulnerable to care- 
less driving.

In a study of tractor costs on 
124 one-tractor farms — 83 in On- 
tario and 41 in Quebec, the Ec- 
onomics Division, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, found the 
cost per hour of tractor use var- 
ied from 83 cents when used 694 
hours per year, t® $2.14 when 
used only 119 hours. Similar 
differences were found for many 
of the tractor operated machines 
such 4s ploughs, seed drills, com- 
bines, forage harvesters and hay 
balers.

Cost per acre for most farm 
operations on the 124 farms 
studied was less where tractors 
were used. than with horses, even 
with the same size implements. 
Ploughing with a 2-furrow 
plough and 3 horses, an average 
of 34 acres per year, cost $9.42 
per acre. With a 2-furrow, two- 
plough tractor, ploughing an av- 
erage of 45 acres per year, the 
cost was $3.02 per acre.

Mowing hay the average horse 
drawn mower on the Ontario 
farms cut 31 acres at a cost of 
$2.58 per acre With a tractor, 
mowing on the average 54 acres 
per year, the cost was $1.64 per 
acre, On the Quebec farms, horse 
mowers cut en average of 40 
acres at $2.42 per acre and the 
tractors 77 acres at $1.18 per 
acre.

These records indicate that on 
small farms a definite saving iff 
machinery costs can be made by 
exci. inging work with neigh- 
bours. Where one farmer owns 
a combine, another a forage har- 
vester, perhaps another a hay 
baler, by exchanging work each 
machine can be used double the 
number of hours. It can be done 
on a basis of exchanging work or 
by charging regular custom rates 
fo each machine.

Avoid These Mistakes

The will of Miss Lydia Wil- 
berforce, of Fulford, York, in 
which she left her 16 dogs a 
house, furniture and £30,000 
for their keep, is by no means 
unique. Many eccentric women 
think mére of their pets than 
they do of their fellow crea- 
tures. 

Some years ago Miss Sorabji, 
first Indian woman to read law 
at Oxford: received a brief to 
defend an elephant that had 
been the favourite of a Hindu 
ruler, In his will he had left 
an entire plantation to the ele- 
phant, which (was given the 
right to eat as much fruit as it 
liked, tear up trees or trample 
anything it chose. 

The new ruler considered this 
to be wasteful and had the ani- 
mal ejected. The mahout. (keep- 
er) then appealed to Miss 
Sorabji and invoked her aid. 


Fortunes For Pets 

As Miss Sorabji entered the 
court, she stopped to pat a dog 
in her path. To her astonish- 
ment the judge. instantly ex- 
claimed: “Whoever interferes 
with the grant of the plantation 
to the elephant shall be trampl- 
ed to death by wild elephants!” 

This decision. was reached 
because the judge decided to let 
the reactions of his favourite 
dog point the way. When it re- 
sponded to Miss Sorabji’s pat- 
ting he concluded that er 
client mast be in the right. 

In 1937 there was a tremend- 
ous stir over the will of a widow 
who left a fortune to her peke, 
Poochey La La, together with a 
sizeable slice for the local clergy 
to offer prayers for’its doggy 
soul. 

Dusty, a fox terrier belong- 
ing to Mrs. Mary S. Morrow of 
Florida, was left £42.000 to 
provide for his declining years—— 
with only one proviso-—that he 
must never be allowed to mate. 
And Tommy Tucker, an enor- 
mous 5-year-old alley cat that 
had wandered into Miss Louise 
Baier’s home in New York and 
made itself the centre of her 
existence, was left £2,000. 

Dogs and cats don’t live very 
long, and even where the courts 
uphold such legacies, waiting 
relatives usually get the money 
within a few years. But when 
Miss Vera Barnes of Cambridge, 
Mass., left £7,000 to her par- 

rot, relatives gaye up hope. It 
was but four years old and par- 
rots have been known to live 
to be a hundred. 

What is perhaps the strangest 
will was made by a man who 
had one of the strangest “pets.” 
Col. W. H. Jackson ,of. Athens, 
Georgia, would sit each day 
under a giant oak. 

He had known the tree since 
he was a boy, and as the seasons 
changed he watched it ‘change, 
too. He feared’ that after his 
death it would be cut down, so 
in his will he gave the tree 
ownership of itself together 
with the land within a radius of 
12 feet from the outer edge of 
the trunk.

Men. women 
ind children. from town and 
country, all 
ipproximately the same time 
Stores are jammed. Farm folk 
who leave their. shopping until 
Saturday have trouble in. get- 
ting served. Older farmers. not 
having: children who look for- 
ward to this Saturday treat. now 
do’ their best to avoid’ Saturday 
shopping. As for me, there ts 
only one thing that takes me to 
to town on a Saturday afternoon 

just to pick up the weekend 
edition of a certain newspaper 
which | would hate to miss. and 
to get a few books\from the 
library. 

Last Saturday 1 found the 
town particularly busy and | 
stood at the back of one of the 
stores—just watching. Finally, 
during a-momentary slack pe- 
riod, I said to the storekeeper, 
“You must notice quite a differ- 
ence in trade these days.” His 
answer surprised me. . : 

“Not as much as you might 
think.” he replied. “The extra 
town trade we get doesn’t’ begin 
to make up for the loss of coun- 
try trade which is becoming in- 
creasingly evident with the re- 
duction in farm incomes, We 
have been aware of the change 
for some months now.” 

Naturally many country folk 
know only too well that farm 
incomes have suffered a set- 
back, but it was the first time I 
had heard it was being reflected 
in small town consumer buying. 
In fact I had often wondered 
how long it would take farmers 
generally to realize they were 
not as well off as they might 
think. Sometimes it takes a gar- 
ment quite a while before -it 
actually bursts at the seams. As 
far as I can see Saturday night 
closing only aggravates the situ- 
ation. In fact I know of a few

. PLAIN HORSE SENSE ...

The Ontario Farmers Union 


\ deserve a hearty pat on the 


back for the clear and precise 
Brief presented by them to the 
Agricultural Committee of the 
Ontario Legislature. : 

After stating that “producer 
eontrolled orderly marketing is 
one of the main objectives of 
eur organization,” and that they 
are fully in support of the idea 
of co-operative marketing, the 
Union said that any criticism 


they had, was directed “only - 


against some of the methods 
that have been used in the past 
and are proposed to be used in 
the future.” 

General Principle. 

The Union wants to see con- 
trol over the marketing of farm 
products in the hands of pro- 
ducers instead of vested 
fin boards whose members 
are -appointed by the gov- 
earnments. They proposed the 
abolishment of the government 
appointed .Provincial Board and 
asked that “any marketing 
acheme submitted’ by a repre- 
sentative group of producers 


‘and adopted by a majority of 


the producers of the commodity 
to which the scheme applies, be 
established directly by the Leg- 
falature, to operate under the 
gupervision of the Minister of 
Agriculture.” 

Any such scheme shall be 
operated by « marketingeboard 
whose members are to be elect- 
ed by the producers of the com- 
modity to which the scheme ap- 
plies. 

Consumer Representation. 


The Union mointained that 


“marketing boards or agencies 
established under present legis- 
lation have been sadly lacking 
the power to market, in other 
words, the power to buy and 
sell’ and that existing boards 
are only negotiating commit- 
tees. It was therefore proposed 
that the powers be extended to 
include the powers (a) to mar- 
ket, (b) to process the product, 
(c) to fix prices. 

To prevent a possible abuse of 
such far reaching powers, the 
Union recommended that & 
number of members, not ex- 
ceeding one fifth, of a market- 
ing board be appointed by the 
Minister to represent consumer 
interests. 


Provincial Loans. 


To facilitate the establish- 
ment of more and larger pro- 
cessing and storage plants, to 
be owned and operated collec- 
tively by farmers, in the inter- 
est of orderly marketing, the 
Union requested the assistance 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture in the form of advice and 
financial loans “on a consider- 
ably larger scale than in the 
past.” On such a basis it could 
be envisaged that a number of 
co-op packing plants will be set 
up, strategically located, all 
over the provcince. 
Investigation. 

In closing. the Union Brief 
urged the Ontario government 
to act on the motion of E. D, 
Fulton (PC member for Kam- 
loops) made in the House of 
Commons on March 9th which 
called for an immediate investi- 
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gation of the spread between 
producer prices and consumer 
prices of meat and possible 
abuses under the present sys- 
tem of grading. 

/ As the federal Minister of- 
Agriculture had refused to hold 
an investigation as being more 
properly in the provincial field 
and as the large packing houses,: 
have their headquarters in On- 
tario, such an_ investigation 
should be held in Ontario, The 
results would be most helpful 
for the organization of producer 
controlled orderly marketing. 

The Brief was presented by 
OFU Vice-President: Walter Mil- 
jer in a spirited manner. He 
stood up manfully to a barrage 
of questions coming from all 
sides. We missed, however, 4 
proposal for the establishment 
of a separate Portfolio of Co- 
operation to take charge of all 
cooperative ventures as market- 
ing, consumer stores, credit 
unions, etc.

Used As Target

Nobody ‘ever ‘gave a certain 
picture hanging in»the Hunting- 
don Town Hall more than a 
tasual glance. 

But recently it was sent with 
other pictures to be cleaned and 
restored by a firm of fine art 
dealers. Only then was it dis- 
covered that the painting, a full- 
length portrait of Queen Caro- 
line, wife of George II, is a mas- 
terpiece. 

It is a Gainsborough, and 
worth a fortune. When the Presi- 
dent of the Royal Academy saw

Sensational picture “finds” 
rarely occur today, but the 
Gainsborough discovery is a re- 
minder that some people have 
had fortunes hanging on their 
walls without realizing it. 

One of the most striking pic- 
ture finds took place at Worthing 
where children playing darts 
used as their target a dirty old 
canvas measuring 30 in: by 20 in. 
which hung in the lobby of a

Worst Locust Plague 
In Over Gentury 


Locusts, sweeping in from the’ 


Sahara and devouring all that 
was green in their path, wrought 
great destruction on farmland in 
Morocco recently. It was the 
worst locust plague that coun- 
try had known for more than 
a century. 

The locusts came 
so dense that the sky was black- 
ened with them. Great fields of 
crops were devastated in a few 
hours. 

Before scientists 
tackle the problem of the lo- 
cust, some natives of North Af- 
rica used to offer sacrifices and 
cast spells so that their lands 
might be delivered from the 
flying plague. Huge fires were 
lit, drums were beaten and rat- 


tles whirled in futile attempts 
to get rid of the pests. 
To-day, research has reveal- 


ed that all locust outbreaks can

be traced to a few spots. Scien- 
tists this year are stepping up 
the eampaign on the breeding 
grounds themselves. They are 
concentrating on exterminating - 
locusts when they are in the 
hopper stage — before they can 
fly. 

In one mass attack on locusts 
in East Africa an expedition of 
4,000 African troops and a large 
force of labourers in 300 motor 
vehicles travelled 200 miles over 
desert carrying equipment and 
40,000. bags of poison bait, in- 
cluding the water necessary in 
using it. 

Each bag of poison required 
eight gallons of water — 320,000 
gallons altogether — besides the 
10,000 gallons a day required 
for human use. The troops often 
fought the locusts for more than 
twelve hours a day, wiping out 
countless millions. 

In the Argentine, where lo- 
ecusts are active every: year 
from January to March, mil- 
lions of pesos are spent yearly 
in fighting them. ‘Planes spray 
the swarms with flames and 
poison gas. 

More than 50,000 tons of lo- 
custs have been wiped out there 
in a single campaign. 

Locusts in various parts of 
the world eat at least $45,000,- 
000 worth of foodstuffs every 
year, it is calculated. 


Cougar Queen 


A clear-eyed, middle - aged 
woman is called “Queen of the 
Cougar Hunters” on Vancouver 
Island. 

She is Mrs. Milwarde Yates, 
who has been shooting the big 
eats for 17 years and whose 
“bag” now totals 23. Shooting 
is hef hobby, but she is also 
protecting her mountain-side 
farm from those marauders that 
prey upon livestock, taking 
heavy toll in many farm clear~ 
ings. 

Sometimes called mountain- 
lions, cougars seldom attack 
humans, but can be dangerous 
when wounded, It takes an 
accurate shot to bring the big 
cats from the trees, where they 
seek refuge after being corner- 
ed by dogs. 

Mrs. Yates has been hunting 
since a child, graduating from 
grouse and duck to deer and 
cougar. She has many guns, in- 
cluding a shotgun, a 22-calibre 


rifle, and a 65-year-old ‘twin 
barrel .450 Express big-game 
rifle. 

Mrs. Yates, her husband 
James, and 16-year-old son 
Douglas, live on the “Cougar 


Run,” a circular path followed 
by cougars each year, It starts 
and ends on the  breeding- 
grounds in the centre of Van- 
couver Island. 

Mr, Yates leaves the hunting 
to his wife. He says: “She has 
such a passion for cougar kill- 
ing, that she will get up in the 


middle of.the night and start 
out with a flashlight.”

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Still Looking For 
-Gura For Baldness 


Science igs waging a_ hair- 
raising new war on an enemy 
‘which has worried men for cen- 
turies ~- baldness. 

Experiments now taking place 
may lead one day to bald heads 
becoming things of the past._A 
new drug is being tried out on 
eighty-five “guinea-pig” bald- 
headed men in the hope that 
hair will once more sprout from 
their billiard-ball skulls. 

The possibilities of atomic 
energy for curing baldness are 
also being explored. Great at- 
tention is being given to the 
value of food and diet which, 
seientist now realize, are vital 
factors in the growth of a man’s 
hair. 

One scientist, himself bald, de- 
clares: “Loss of hair is definitely 
a result of civilization and is 
rare among primitive people. In 
the future man may be quite 
hairless unless science can help 
him to stave off and cure bald- 
ness.” 

Medical men are constantly ex- 
perimenting with new cures for 
baldness. One doctor, after a 
series of experiments, tells us 
that people who fear they are 
going bald should eat plenty of 
root crops. He says turnips, car- 


rots, radishes and onions all 
contain the salts required to 
stimulate the latent hair on 
balding heads. 

Some scientists are even 
claiming that the -playing of 


stringed instruments induces 
hair growth. It sounds fantastic, 
but in the United States a num- 
ber of experiments on partly- 
bald musicians is stated to have 
proved this. 

But it was also found that cor- 
net and horn players lose their 
hair quickly. Why? Because the 
physical strain of blowing affects 
the circulation and deprives the 
roots of the hair of their due 
supply of blood. 


Radio - Equipped Dogs 


Radio-equipped police patrol- 
cars have proved invaluable in 
the pursuit and capture of 
wrongdoers. Excellent and often 
spectacular service has also been 
rendered by well-trained police 


The police dog, however, some- 
times puts the police officer at 
disadvantage. So speedy is this 
type of dog that once off the 
leash it soon loses contact with 
its master. 

For some time the: Danish po- 
lice have been wondering how 
to combine the dog’s gift for 
‘tracking criminals with the ad- 
vantages of the “walkie-talkie” 
system. Now, after much experi- 
menting. they, think they may 
have got the answer. 

They have equipped a number 
of the police dogs with small 
receiving sets, The controlling 
police officer js able to transmit 
commands to the dog over con- 
siderable distances by means of 
a minute loudspeaker. The dog 
recognizes the voice of its mas- 
ter, and obeys orders to attack, 
halt, come to heel, and so on. 

During tests, some dogs ap- 
peared to register surprise at 
the “unseen voice’ coming from 
the little sets strapped to their 
backs, but each dog soon learned 
to obey “his master’s voice” even 
when separated from him by @ 
mile or more

The new look ‘of the telephone 
books, which are being delivered to 
Bell Telephone customers in Madoc, 

“this, week, goes deeper than the 
slick “buff covers, according to G. 
WwW. Proctor, Bell manager for this 
region. 

The new directory contains 23,465 
new and changed listings. Many 
thousands of these changes are due 
to the major alteration in Belleville's 
telephone system. On Sunday, April 
17, all telephones there will change 
to the dial system and the new num- 
bers which begin with “WOodland 2” 
and WOodland 8", will come into 
use. This will bring Belleville under 
the uniform two-letter, five-figure 
numbering plan that is gradually 
being put into effect throughout 
Canada and the United States.

Farming is a way of life and 
time was when it was the free- 
est way of life open to any man 


r willing to accept the physical 


hardship connected with it. As 
soon as a man owned an honest 
piece of land, he was in the posi- 
tion to set up house and raise 
a family on.the product of his 
toil. With God’s help, he pro- 
duced enough to trade some of 
his surplus on the open market 
for manufactured and processed 
goods, most of which were im-~- 
ported duty-free. In those days, 
the farmer sold his product and 
bought his necessities at prices 
which were-regulated by supply 
and demand, as well as com- 
petition. 
Protection for Industry 

With a rapidly growing popu- 
jation, more and more manu- 
facturing industries sprang up 
all over the country. Many of 
them wére financially too weak 
to stand up against the eom- 
petition of older and more ex- 
perienced manufacturers in 
other countries. 

Soon .the demand rose for 
protection of these new under- 
takings by the ‘imposition of 
custom duties on imported 
goods.. Succeeding governments 
complied with the wishes of 
the industrialists, with the 
result that the farmer had to 
pay prices artificially held 


- higher than those of the world 


market. But still he had to sell 
everything that he produced at 
prices over which he had no 


_ control, 
Time and again the farmers 
revolted. against conditions 


which threatened to make them 
hewers of wood and drawers of 
water.

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Ontario, Progressives, C-opera- 
tive Commonwealth Federation,

bring him parity of status in 
society, and an equitable share 
in the national income. 
Production Efficiency 


On the other hand, there have 
always been those who opposed 
all’ co-operative action in the 
economic and political field and 
advocated concentration of ef- 
fort on production. efficiency. 
The reasoning usually was that 
the farmer is no business man, 
that he should look after his 
land and stock and leave the 
marketing of his products to the 
“experts.” 

The argument that all would 
be well as long as *farmers 
would produce a quality pro- 
duct at low cost, is specious for 
the simple reason that the 
farmer has no control over a 
large part of his production 
costs and that the best product 
will not bring a profitable return 
if the price is set onesidedly by 
the buyer. 

Marketing Efficiency 
Production efficiency’ will not 
get the expected results unless’ 
it is accompanied by marketing 
efficiency. Over the last fifty 
years, a new system has de- 
veloped, characterized by Big- 
ness. In every branch of manu- 
facturing and processing, many 
small companies have disappear- 
ed by merging with others. 
Today, practically every field is 
dominated by- a few big cor- 
porations, which by their sheer 
size and wealth control markets 
and prices, especially if they 
combine their forces. 

The answer, of course, is co- 
operative marketing of farm 
products through provincial and 
national marketing boards 
whose members are to be elect- 
ed by. the producers and not 
appointed by governments. 
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This criti«- 
cism, suggestions and questions, 
whether in the form of brick- 
bats or bouquets.

in area — about the o.ggest ever 
reported — ‘was seet te ently by 
the U.S. ice-breaker Aka drift- 
ing northwards in the Antarctic. 
It is believed to have broken off 
from the Antarctic continent 
some time in January. 

Just now many ‘bergs break 
away from the great ice cap of 
the north. The International Ice 
Patrol, inaugurated as a direct 
result of the Titanic disaster, is 
getting busy tracking and des- 
troying them. 

They are destroyed by mines 
exploded under them or by gun- 
fire. But sometimes a ‘berg is so 
delicately balanced that the touch 
of a man’s hand can upset it. 
This delicate poise is caused by 
the constant rays of the sun on 
the exposed part and the corro- 
sive action of the salt water on 
the submerged part. 


Icebergs that sometimes men- 
ace the shipping lanes in spring 
often weigh 2,000,000 tons or 
more. Seven-eighths of a ‘berg’s 
mass is below water. Some "bergs 
rise above the water three 
times higher than St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

In the spring of 1841 a grue- 
some sight was seen by watchers 
off the coast of St. John’s, New- 
foundland: a° gigantic iceberg in 
the centre of which, embedded 
between two hills of ice, were 
tow ships with no living being 
in them and their masts gone. 
The ships had been missing for 
years, ! 

When a ship hits an iceberg the 
impact usually taxes place below 
the water-line. That is why the 
ships founder with such tragic 
swiftness. Luckily such disasters 
are now extremely rare. — 

Sometimes a ship which strikes 
a ‘berg manages to limp home as 
did the liner Arizona in 1879 
after colliding with a white mon- 
ster about 250 miles east of St. 
John’s, Newfoundland. 

Many of the 500 passengers 
were flung from. their berths and 
half-clad men, women and chil- 
dren made for the boats, con- 
vinced that the liner was sink- 
ing. 

The ‘ber d made a gaping 
wound 20 feet wide in the liner, 
but although everything *ragile 
aboard had been smashed, not a 
single human life had been lost.

Q. How can I make a varnish 
remover? 

A. If the varinish is not old 
enough to begin flaking it can 
best be removed with strong lye 
water or a commercial remover. 
Apply the solution with an old 
brush, allow to stand until var- 
hish is softened, then scrape off 
with a dull putty knife. 

Q. How can I prevent bleed- 
ing off se gums? 

A. When the gums bleed every 
time the teeth are cleaned, con- 


|. sult a good dentist. A tonic to 


build up the gums is probably 
needed. 

Q. How can I renew rugs? 

,A. Sprinkle some ammonia 
powder over the rug, dampen 
the broom, and sweep well. The 
rug will look almost new. 

Q. How can I bring shrunken 
woolens back to their normal 
size? 


A. By rinsing in fresh soap-;- 


suds instead of clear water after 
washing. Repeat each time the 
garment is washed until the cor- 
rect size is obtained. 

Q. How should bath towels Se 
darned? 

A. Use white darning colton, 
instead of ordinary thread, to 
mend the bath towels. The 
mended place will not be so 
conspicuous, and the repair will 
gst longer. 

Q. How can I remove whitr- 
wash stains? 

A. Wash them in strong, hot 
vinegar. A few drops of hot 
*vinegar removes obstinate spots 
from walls or furniture. 

Q. How can I make use of 
leftover starch? 

A. If there is any starch left 
over. on washday use it instead 
of water for scrubbing hearths 
and tiles. It: will keep them clean 
longer and make them look like 
new. 

Q. How can I make window 
panes sparkle? 

A: The windows will sparkle 
if a cloth dipped in ammonia and 
whiting is used instead of plain 
water’ and soap. Polish with ‘a 
chamois. 

Q. How can I remedy food that 
has become too salty? 

A. Place a wet cloth over the 


top of the vessel in which the, 


food is cooking, and the steam 
will draw the salt into the cloth. 

Q. How can I bleach linens and 
beddings? 

A. The sun is better for bleach- 
ing than anything else. Lay the 
washed article to be whitened 
on the grass without wringing, 
out the water. The most obstin- 
ate article will be beautifully 
white after a few soakings and 
drvyings 

Q. How can I remove iodine 
stains? 

A, Old iodine stains are very 
difficult to remove. The best 
thing to do is to try sponging 
repeated|y with diluted am- 
monia.

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Cut Flowers in Special Place 
For bouquets for our own table 
and for. giving to friends, gar- 
den authorities urge a special 
row or two of flowers in the veg 
etable garden. Given regular 
cultivation these will grow vig- 
orously and the blooms can be 


cut often without marring the 
beauty of the regular flower 
garden Almost all fair sized 


flowers will do well under these 
conditions, and some like gladi- 
olus and sweet peas are best 
grown here in any case as their 
foliage is not particularly attrac- 
tive. It’s a good plan to save 
a little seed in each packet from 
the regular planting and sow in 
one or two long rows in the veg 
etable garden or along the edges

Rare Stamps That 
Brought Wealth 


Some ,of the rarest postage 
stamps in the world still lie 
awaiting discovery amid. old 
family papers, according to an 
expert. 

He says that this philatelic 
treasure trove is being sought 
more ardently than ever by 
keen collectors. They do not 
forget that many old stamps, 
with values ranging from $1,500 
to $15,000 apiece, have been 
found in the past in desks, 
trunks and boxes stuffed with 
old letters. ‘ 

A small boy was once rum- 
maging through an. attic in 
Georgetown when he found a 
bundle of letters. A British 
Guiana one-cent stamp of 1856 
caught his eye. He didn’t know 
it’s value—so he exchanged it 
with another boy for a more 
gaily-coloured stamp. 

Later, the British Guiana 
stamp was bought in 1878 by an 
Austrian collector for $450, The 
collector died in 1917. The stamp 
was then sold for the amazing 
sum of $22,000, ' 

A Tyneside miner was turning 
over some old family letters 
when he spotted a‘fault in a 
stamp on a letter from his 
West Australian grandfather. A 
swan was floating upside down 
—~so he sold the stamp next day 
for more than $1,500. 

A Los Angeles millionaire 
paid $30,000 for a black on ma~ 
genta stamp issued, by New 
Guinea which 94 years earlier 
was worth only a cent. Original 
finder of this rare stamp was a 
boy of nine who ‘sold it for six 
shillings. It was sold again at 
$75, then $21,000. Its present 
value. is at least $40,000. 

Another ‘superb stamp was 
found in an old exercise book in 
a North London house. It had 
lain in a cupboard from 1865 
till 1904. The stamp fetched 
$4,500 and later found its way 
into the collection of King 
George V. 

A waste paper firm in Phila- 
delphia bought the whole of the 
old account books and ledgers 
of a banking firm in 1912. for 
$35 to convert into pulp. But 
many of the documents bore 


“old stamps. 


These were saved and later 
sold for $60,000. The man who 
had noticed the stamps receiv- 
ed $15. 

A young Swedish forester 
wrote his swettheart a letter 
every -day, buying his stamps 
at the local post office at Guli- 
ksberg without noticing that 
the surcharge on eagh appeared 
upside down. A stamp enthusi- 
ast discovered the mistake, and 
got in touch with the ‘forester. 
Fortunately his sweetheart had 
kept thirty of the letters, and 
for each the forester received 
fifty dollars, sufficient to fur- 
nish & house and pay for their 
wedding.

A State Supreme Court Jis- 
tice in New York refused a fow 
days ago to authorize the 


use 
of wiretapping to catch three 
bookmakers, 

To place a wiretap on a tele- 
phone is not only, as Justice 


Hofstadter reasons, an undue in- 
vasion of that person’s privacy; 
it is also. an invasion of the 
privacy of every other person 
who uses that telephone from 
either end. It is, in fact much 
more than that; Article IV. of 
the United States Constitution 
protects,“The right of the people 


to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects 
against unreasonable searches 
and seizures.” The Red intrigue 
is .certainly to be feared and 
fought: bit it must be fought 
avith weapons that do not injure 
our nation as one of the free 
men. The heart of the issue 
here is the same in either case; 
the medicine of wire-tap 15 
equally bad, for it is the pre- 
scription of.the police state 

Indeed, the convictions in the 
courts of many of the. Com- 
munist leaders show that police’ 
state methods are not needed. 
There are statutes on the hoo} 
under which they can be, and 
have been uecessfx | 
ecuted.

The job of the police would be 
made easier also if they could 
go about arresting anyone they 
chose and if they could break 
down any door and if they 
could hold in prison a suspect 
as long as they wished.

Intimate - conversations will be 
recorded by unseen ears, and 
the unseen hand of fear and 
suspicion mgy rest on every 
phone call; perhaps on a wrong 
number.--Wall Street Jowurnal.

a letter signed “M. Malone.”’ It 
demanded £2,500 to conceal evi- 
dence which involved the doc- 
tor in Matilda's death . from 
strychnine ,poisoning 

There was obviously no chanee 
whatever of the blackmailer ob- 
taining the huge sums of hush 
money he demanded. But there 
was the disturbing fact that he 
knew all about the murders, and 
in the case of Matilda, he was 
the only person who knew that 
she had been poisoned—as dis- 
interment of the body later 
proved to be the case. — :

Throughout the trial Cream 
betrayed no emotion as his terr- 
ible trysts with murder were re- 
counted. For once he was silent, 
The notoriety he had so fervent- 
ly desired was his and he seemed 
satisfied. In the month which 
@lapsed before he was hanged he 
never mentioned his efimes to 
the warders and he went to the 
scaffold without fuss or protest.

Thirty-nine years ago an Eng- 
lish Bishop had a son who was 
kh track star. Although the Bi- 
shop disapproved of his son's 
interest in sports, the young lad 
went on to Sandhurst, Britain’s 
West Point, where he distingu- 
ished himself, not only as a fine 
runner, but also as an excellent 
cricketer ard soccer player. 


When the first World War 


‘broke out, the Bishop’s son went 


to war. He landed in France in 
August, 1914, and by October he 
was a captain and had a deco- 
ration for gallantry. 

One .day he led a bayonet 
charge against a machinegun 
hill. Halfway to his goal, he 
pitched forward on his face with 
a slug in his lung. After the 
battle was over, he was carried 
back to a hospital where he was 
pronounced dead. 

On the way to the cemetery, 
a Red Cross worker happened 
to look at the corpse and was 
startled to see its eyelids flutter. 
The gallant captain was hur- 
riedly taken back to the hospi- 


tal for treatment. And the Bi- ° 


shop’s son was restored to life 
after narrowly escaping being 
buried alive. 


The Bishop’s son hever ran 
again. But he did go on with 
his military career. He became 
a great general in World War 
YI. and contributed -to a very 
great extent to the winning of 
the bloodiest war the world has 
ever seen. It seems that the 
miracle that had snatched him 
from death gave Britain its 
greatest commander on the field 
of battle. And all the world is 
grateful that he was spared to do 
eo much, His name will ring 
down the ages.

‘‘Dowsing’’ For 
Buried Treasure 


Tests by a diviner recently 
revealed “strong indications” of 
gold, silver and lead under the 
altar of a Devon church, once 
one of the wealthiest in the West 
Country. It is believed that ex- 
cavations might reveal a Saxon 
or mediaeval crypt containing 
treasures. 

Bishops were probably buried 
there with their rings and other 
valuable symbols of office. Be- 
fore the Reformation this church 
was rich in plate and mediaeval 
glass, much of which may have 
been buried. 

A preliminary exploration will 
probably take place some time 
this spring. 

‘Dowsing” for buried treasure 
with special divining apparatus 
which indicates the presence of 
large quantities of buried metal 
is on the increase all over the 
world, Treasure hunting ma- 
chines which saw war service as 
land-mine detectors are being

On the site of an old Spanish 
fort in South America not long 
ago a father and son operated 
their metal-divining machine so 
accurately that they located an 
ancient casket filled with jew- 
ellery, old swords, flint-lock 
pistols and. pewter. 

A man who inherited a plan- 
tation near Vicksburg, Missis-~- 
sippi; had believed for years 
that a great quantity of valuable 
silverware was buried there. He 
spent two fruitless days trying 
to divine it with apparatus he 
had invented 

On the third day he rested the 
machine against a gnarled old 
oak tree while he ate 
sindwiches. To his amazement, 
earphones on the apparatus sud- 
denly began to hum violently 

Investigation revealed that 
eight feet below one of the tree’s 
great roots was the treasure he 
sought. It has made him rich for 
the rest of his life 

Metal-divining apparatus was 
used by the French after the 
first world war to locate buried 


shells. While .working with it, 
one dowser was approached by 
an old peasant who asked him to 
try to. find a large box of gold
